Sword-in Hand ; bucthey repuls’d his Troops thrice ; 
and his Generals diffwaded him from charging a 4th 
Time. Night coming on, the Saxons took the ad- 
vantage of it, and bent their March towards the 
Erontier of Silefia. Yeiterday Noon they arriv’d un- 
der our Cannon, where they thought themfelves out 
of danger ; but General Schulembourg with {everal 
Officers had not been Jong in our Town when the 
Van-guard of the Swedes appear'd ; upon whofe a 
proach the Saxons 1 tir'd with Precipitation towards 
Lubgen on the Over, and pafs’d that River, all, buc 
ere of their Kear-guard who were kill’d or made Pri- 
loners by the Swedes, who likewife took fome Bag- 
gg. Yefterday the King of Sweden pa(s'd by this 
Piace, with one of his Regiments ; and the pretended 
King Staniflaus coming in with fome Troops, com- 
manded. flrict fearch to be made for all Saxons thar 
‘might have conceald themfeives here: In a little 
time he march’d ouc agen, to rejoyn the King of Swe- 
den. Gerieral Schulembourg receiv’d 5 Wounds in 
the Fight ar Reuffen ; and “tis reported he loft 2000 
Men there ; as alfo thar 900 of the Swedes were kill'd, 
“a@nd-many more wounded. "Tis repotred likew) 
that the King of Sweden wi!l purfue rhe Saxons over 
the Oder, aid even follow them into Saxony.

Drefden, Nov. 19. All the Advices we have re= 
ceiv'd of the AGtion that pafs’d the 7th inftant on the

The 
Enemy made their 3 firft Atcacks Sword in Hand, 
and. the other 2 with the Fire of Carabines aad Piftols. 
But ‘our Infantry ftood their Ground firmly, and de- 
fended: themfelves fo manfully, that the King of 
Sweden. accompanied by the pretended King Sta- 
niflaus, at length oblig’d, Night coming on, to 
retire. The Saxons, who had wanted Bread 2 days, 
and could get none near the Place of Battle, refolv’d 
to pafs the River Oder into Silefia; where having 
provided themfelves with all Neceffaries , they 
continued their March into Lufatia, purfuant to 
thef Order the King of Poland had given them. 
In-this Action we loft bur between 3 and 400 Men, 
but the Enemy’s: Lofs is much more confiderable ; 
We took from them 5 Standards and 2 pair of Ket- 
tle-Drums.

The#nemy 
having form’d a Defign ro furprize Old Brifac, the 
Governour of Fribourg: fet out from thence the gth 
inftant at 9 a Clock at Night, with 2000 Men, and 


a great Number of Waggons or Carts,fome of which , 


were loaded wich Arms,Grenadoes, Muiquets,&c.and 
the reft with Soldiers, ait pick’d Men; and were 
driven by Officers difguis'd in the Habits of Carters. 


They were cover'd with Hay laid upon Poles ficly ° 


difpos'd in the Waggons to give the Men room to 
breath ; fo that they feem’d to be Waggons loaded 
with Contribution-Hay, fuch as us'd. almoft daily to 
come to Brifac. They arriv’d aa that Place the 10th 


Clock inthe Morning; favour’d by a very 


thick Fog, and 3 of the Waggonsentred the Town, 
2 of which had Men in chem,, and rhe, third was 
loaded with Arms. An I[rifhhman, named Bierne, 
entrufted by Perfons who have undegtaken to 


make fome new Works or repair the old ones of 


‘Brifac, to look after the Peafants employ’d. therein, 
-obferving near the new Gate 30 Men, ig the Habit of 


Peafants bur of clownifh Alpect, and , fufpecting 
‘them, ask’d them who they were, and if they.came 


~thicher ro be employ’d why they did not offer them- 


felves to be fer to work with the reft of thc Peafants? 
And upon their giving him no An{wer, but appearing 
to be ata lofs what to fay, he laid fome of them on 
with his Cane. Hereupon thofe Men ftep’d to a 
Waggon that was near them and taking out Arms, 
made 15 or 29 fhot at him without wounding him. 


‘The Irifiman cried to Arms with all his Might, and © 


leaping into the Ditch gor among the Reeds ;_ they 
made feveral fhor at him there, but ftill mifsd him, 
and he continued to cry out. , At the Noife, the ad- 
vanc’d Corps de Guard of the Half-Moon, and shat 
of the Gare, ran to their Arms, and would jhave 
Draw-Bridge, but could not, becaufe 
‘of the which the Enemy had caus’d 
‘pofely to ftop upon it, The Officers and Soldiers 
that were in che 2 Waggons that were got into the 
Town, leap’d out drun’d, and attack’d the Corps de 
Guard commanded by Monfieur de Beauval Captain 
of the Grenadiers of the Regiment of Guitaule ; But 
were repuls’'d, 5 of them being kill’d, the reft fled 
affrighted, fome into the Town and fome out of 


it, Then the Caprain fhur the firft Gate, which . 


being made with Grates,the Enemies upon the Bridge 
fir’d through them upon thofe who prefented them- 
felves againft them. The Caprain leaving half of 
his Guard below, went up with the reft upon the 
Rampart, and firing from thence kill’d and wounded 
many of the Enemies. A Lieutenant who, com- 
fmanded the advanc’d Cerps de Guard confifting of 
12 Men, was at the fame time atrack’d by an Officer 
who came up Clofe and prefented his Piftol at him, 
bur the Lieutenant catch’d it out of his Hand and 
kill’'d him with it,and defended himfelf till the Ation 
was over; but receiv’d fome Wounds of which: -he 
died thar Night. Mean time the Sieur.de Raouffer, 
the King’s Lieutenant, and Commandant of the Place, 
difpos’d the Garrifon in the neceflary Pofts, and did 
all that could be expected from a very brave and 
able Officer ; and the Townfmen ran to Arms like- 
wife with great Zeal and Fidelity, The Enemies 
feeing they had fail’d in the Execution of their Pro- 
ject, retir’d in Diforder, leaving behind them a great 
many Waggors, Arms, and wounded Men. 16 of 
their Soldiers who ran into the Ditch cried out Quar- 
ter; which the Sieur de Raouffer granted them. 
Above 40 of the Enemies were, kill’d, almoft,all’of 
them Officers, among them the Major sof the Regi- 
ment of Bareith. Among the Wounded is Lieute- 
nant Collonel Dina, of the Regiment of Ofnabnick, 
whofe Shoulder is fo fhatter’d that ‘tis believ’d he 
cannot live. This Officer had the Conduct of this 


_Enterprize; and having been interrogated concerning 


it, anfwer’d that 2000 Men were commanded upon 
it, and that ic milcarried chiefly-by their Cavalry’s 
haying wander'd out of their way, fo that they did 
not arrive time enough to enter the Town when the. 
Gares were kept open and the Bridge kept down,.
